a direct hit 
was attained by the British, who re­ 
turned without casualties. 
T h e admiralty st atement does not 
mention from what point the British 
flyers started their raid, but it was 
probably from some British war ves­ 
sels in the Aegean sea 
The seaplanes, therefore, must havk* 
traveled at least 300 miles in the sir 
over the Dardanelles and Mea of Mar­ 
mora to have accomplished their feat 
150 miles iii each direction.

“ I saw In the streets a wonderful 
procession of revolutionists, the van J 
guard of the breve lll»erators of Bus 
Oa. 
The soldier patriots in their gray 
( Oats. on foot su d in motorcars, were 
going down the street in u steady, or 
der I y manner, protecting a crowd of 
stsrvlug men, vvomeu and children who 
were walking til the ceuter of the pro I 
cession. 
At their boud was a baud 
playing the ■Marseillaise' and a large 
ted flag borne aloft. 
"A* tlve procession ueur*\l the Hotel 
Moscow, 
where the Nevsky 
U*giiis. 
there was a sudden outburst of fierce 
firing from alcove, and the soldiers and 
women and children fell to the ground 
and the street soon became a sham 
hies. 
The firing wa* from machine 
gun* controlled by the police, who wen* 
in ambush on the roof of the hotel and 
who tried to bring about a wholesale 
slaughter of the people. 
"It wa* astonishing how* self possess­ 
ed the crowd wa* In the face of this 
murderous attack. 
I saw the soldiers 
who had not fallen immediately enter 
the hotel and make their way to the 
roof, where they shot the cowardly po- 
lice, captured the machine guua and 
brought them down to the street.
